The real interest of the public generally in reading an Introductory to a 
directory centers in the paragraph containing the census, telling how many 
names there are, how many Smiths, Jones, Browns, etc. 

The United States Census ‘official) taken last June, gives Bloomington’s 
population as 20,048. The number of names in this directory, by actual count, 
is 11,927; deducting 1,340 names belonging to Normal, gives Bloomington 
10,587 names which, multiplied by only two, would make the population 
21,174. The Directory of 1889 claimed it contained 10,527 names. By count- 
ing the names it will be found to contain less than 10,000. The publisher 
estimated each page to contain thirty-three names which, multiplied by 319 
pages of the alphabetical list, makes up his number, which he multiplied by 
21g, making the population seemingly larger than it was. Ott of the 
twenty-six letters of the alphabet, names commencing with six of them com- 
prise over half the population; viz.: S, 1,253; M, 1,185; B, 1,065; H, 1,013; C, 
874, and W, 764; total, 6.154, while all other letters have only 5,773. The 
Smiths (with Schmidt, etc.) lead with 155, Brown 58, Jones 49, Johnson 110, 
Miller 78, Mayer, Meyer, Myers, etc., 70; Wilson 68, White 57, Anderson 56, 
and Williams 53. The Young family monopolize the Ys, there being 37 out 
of a total of 57. S is the largest letter, while the Q is the smallest. X is 
entirely missing. 

No pains or expense have been spared to make this work as complete as 
possible, and no city the size of Bloomington can boast of such a fine work. A 
good Directory is an advertisement for a city, and considering this to be such 
a work, we will place a copy in every hotel within sixty miles of Bloomington. 
This will make it especially beneticial to our patrons, who have made it possi- 
ble for us to issue such a work. 

We shall continue the publication of the Bloomington and Normal City 
Directory, having demonstrated the fact that it can be done as well by ‘“‘home
